Thanks to those who made our meeting last week - we had a very productive conversation with 
Kevin James, President of the Board of Public Works. Couple of important housekeeping items so 
please see below: 

SIGN UP - Internal BID Consortium Forum for posting and tracking discussions: There 
are a lot of legal issues, policy issues, general updates, City hearings, and relevant 
documents/ordinances that we monitor either by sending emails or discussing at our monthly 
meetings. Some BIDs care about some of the issues, others all, but we have no real way of 
aggregating information and tracking it in a way that people can follow and read up on on their own 
time. We’ve created a free and private online LA BID forum where each person can have a user 
name, and we can set up categories like: Legal, Policy, Vendors, News, City Docs, Community 
Updates, etc. Each person can post proposals, hearing dates, council motions, comments, updates 
and documents that can be tracked as desired by each BID. It can be our own “cloud” so to speak. 
When issues like illegal vending are brought up, someone from the Consortium could volunteer to 
help track the issue by posting it on the forum. BIDs who are interested can opt in to “track the 
issue” and you’ll get an email if you want to follow it, and if doesn't interest you - you can simply 
never hear about it. This will eliminate the mass emails, reply all’s and provide a way to organize 
virtually and house relevant documents/presentations in one place that is accessible to anyone. 
Please follow the below directions to sign up (there is a more elaborate PowerPoint attached). 
Please sign up and try it out - we’ll go over it in more detail at our next meeting.
